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Settlement is increasing along the North 
Thompson river, British Columbia: to such an 
extent that the old pack trail has been replaced 
for a part of the distance by a wagon road, and 
now the wagon road has become inadequate. 
The Kamloops Sentinel wants the river improv- 
ed to permit of steamboat navigation, In proof 
of the fertility of the soil the Sentinel mentions 
a stalk of rye sown last September which, on 
May 28th, measured 5 feet 6 inches. From May 
11th to 15th it grew 7} inches and from May 
15th to 24th it grew 32} inches. Oats, rye and 
wheat are the favorite crops. Orchards have 
been planted for many years by the farmers of 
the North Thompson and are continually being 
added to; fruit being a sure crop. A fruit can- 
nery at Kamloops could be supplied by the fruit 
raised on the North Thompson. The North 
Thompson was on the Mackenzie route of the 
C. P. R.,and oceupied that part of it which par- 
allels the present line throughthe Selkirk range, 
with its heavy grades and snow slides. ‘The 
Mackenzie line would have been more easily 
built, more easilyfZoperated, and would have de- 
veloped local traffic as the present line does 
not.

two varieties, one growing on dry land in 
woods and the other growing only in 
swamps. The former is practically the 
cultivated black currant of the East, the 
only difference being that. the berries are 
if anything larger and their flavor finer. 
The swamp variety grows on little bushes 
not more thana foot high. The berry is 
not so large as the high bush variety and 
it has a strange, almost bitter taste. Both 
varieties produce every year as a rule, bnt 
are only found in localities suited to their 
growth, The low bush variety is most 
abundant, but least valuable. The high 
bush improves with transplanting and 
cultivation and thrives luxuriantly with- 
out particular care. There are many 
varieties of goose berries, and the bushes 
of one or another of the varieties are 
found almost everywhere, but they do not 
bear abundantly as a rule, One of the 
varieties, a small bush without prickles, 
which has been tried in cultivation has 
given anabundant yield of large, smooth, 
oval, finely flavored berries. But this is 
the only one that has given satisfaction. 
The common prickly gooseberry bush, 
bearing prickly berries, which is most 
frequently met with, does not fruit well 
either growing wild or in cultivation. 


DAKOTA CROPS. 


The bulletin of the North Dakota state wea- 
ther service for the week ended May 21 says: 
The week just ended opened fair and warmer, 
and gave opportunity for a thorough pushing of 
the greatly delayed seeding, which was well 
taken advantage of in all:sections of the state. 
Seeding is about completed in several counties, 
except in low lands. On Tuesday a very heavy 
rain storm occurred in the eastern portion, again 
putting a stop to all work. This rain storm 
was followed during the rest of the week by ab- 
normally low temperature, high northerly winds 
and sleet and snow. In the central and western 
counties only a few light showers occurred, 
which tended to improve rather than injure 
crop conditions, although the high winds and 
low temperature of the last four days have been 
detrimental. In Burleigh county wheat seed 

ut in with broadcast seeders was blown out. 
Nearly all correspondents report wheat coming 
up in fine condition, though somewhat slow.

A LESSON IN NAVIGATION. 


Avrnoven life is dull at Edmonton now in 


comparison with the old days of wild adventure 
and deadly peril, yet there are times when, 
enough of excitement and danger is met with te _ 
gratify the most ardent temperament. So 
thought two of our citizens one evening not 
long ago. They had, as is now somewhat 
fashionable amongst the bloods of town, taken 
a late and inspiring dinner at the Hotel Edmon- | 
ton. 
the dinner was over and in the usual course of 
events it was necessary for them to return 
home. They arrived at the Fort ferry without 
mishap to find the river flowing smooth and 
calm in the moonlight, the large Reery scow, tied 
carefully to the bank, and the ferryman in bed. 
It would have been quite in order to have 
aroused the ferryman and have crossed the river 
in the usual way; but that was too common- 
slace an idea for the elated minds of the travel- 
fara, They would have a joke on the ferryman, 
and save announcing themselves as being out so 
late. So they cast off the rope, shoved the scow 
out in the stream and started merrily across. 
Looked at from the bank the Saskatchewan is a 
smooth, gently flowing, not overly wide river. 
So thought our heroes when they left the shore; 
but they changed their minds shortly. There 
are mysteries connected with the navigation of 
even a ferry scow that they, with all their 
worldly wisdom, were ignorant of. The initiat- 
ed know that the leeboard must be let down at 
the stern and the bow of the scow turned partly 
up stream in order that the current may force 
her across. Our friends did not let down the 
leeboard and did not turn the bow up stream. 
The consequence was that when they got well 
out, and the full force of the current struck her 
broadside, she stuck fast and could not go either 
forward or back. Then the river seemed to be 
miles wide, the current at least forty 
miles an hour and_— growing — swifter 
every minute, and some terrible unseen power 
seemed to be struggling to pull the scow and 
her frightened passengers under, and, indeed, 
had she not been large, sound and well built, 
under she would have gone. The strain on 
both ropes and passengers was terrible ; but it 
could not last, something had to give. The 
ropes holding the scow to the cable Donkin and 
she started down stream, bound for Fort Sas- 
katchewan, Battleford, Grand rapids and all 
pointe east. Luckily, after turning the bend 
vlow the Fort, she ran into the bank—the 
same she had started from-—-and was safely 
snubbed by her noble crew, who then,wiser and 
sadder—very much sadder—than when the 
started, wended their way along the wet, and 
slippery and muddy clay bank for a long and 
weary mile, aroused the ferryman and were 
rowed across to the north side ‘in a small boat 
and a humble frame of mind. The pledge of 
secrecy Which they extracted from the ferry- 
man is the reason for their names not appearing 
in this veracious tale. 


The Montreal correspondent of the Empire
